Through the kindness of Frank Bell 


Warden of tbe Carson Prison, Pro 
fessor Davidson has been enabled to la 
oat a plan for perpetuating some of th 
fiuer impressions in clay aud saudstou 
strata, which exhibit the Carson foot 
prints. There is no doubt that in 
few seasons many of the more dehcat 
markings and tests the prints would b 
obliterated by the action of the weatha 
and the repeated taking of casts, etc 
While there Professor Davidson marks 
out a line forty-six feet in length, em 
bracing the best preserved series of th 
treks, claimed by some to belong to 
the giant sloth, by others to some largi 
quadruped like a bear, and by other 
to the pro-historic man, uud the inter 
marking of the series of tho mammotl 
tracks at the entrance to the small tun 
uel. Another line of forty foot hai 
been marked, embracing tho beat aerie: 
of the mammoth track from their im 
pression on the ripple worked sub 
stratum of blue sandstone to the muddy 
layers five inches deep in the mouth o 
tho second tunnel. From casts of thes 
tracks, embracing the birds' 
track 


among them, great slabj* will be pro 
duced, representing exactly the preseu 
condition of the footprints. 
Mr. Gibbi 


has brought down small slabs exhibit 
ing the ruin marks, ripple marks, etc. 
and also specimens of the finest o 
other animals' trucks. Professor Dav 
idson discovered a 
series of track 


which appear to be new, aud were un 
kuowu to Professor W. P. Blake, who 
joined in all the examinations and work 
and who will make a report to the 
Academy and to the American an 
British associations for the actvancerneu 
of science. 


In this connection it is interesting to 


note that Dr. Harkness, who is th 
father of the theory that the Carson 
footprints belong to prehistoric man 
has discovered iu another locality 
some distance from the Carson Stati 
Prison quarry, a series of similar foot 
prints, which are even better define 
than those in the Cnrsou sandstone 
They have the additional advantage o 
being covered by a stratum only abou 
one foot thick, which is easily removed 
A largo area of the sandstone containing 
these impressions has been stripped 
The impressions embrace theiadispute 
footprints of the wolf, deer and mam 
moth, as well as the tracks of the crea 
ture whose identity the seioutists have 
not yet settled to each other's satisfac 
lion. 
Professor Harkneas, it is under 


stood, claims the new discovery estab 
lished beyond question the correct- 
ness of his theory that the footprints 
which have caused so much controverst 
were made by the sandaled foot of man 
for they do not, he says, present a sug 
gestiou of a claw mark, which he hold 
would certainly be the case had thi 
footprints been made by a bear or by 
giaut sloth. 
In the footprints of the 


deer the toes are so well defined tha 
one track can be readily determined a 
belonging to an old animal. 
The im 


pressiou of the olawa in the wolf tracks 
is perfect. 


The new district is to be thoroughly 


explored, and for that purpose Dr 
Harkness has taken steps to get posses- 
sion of the land.

From Had River 
to the Gulf, from the Felioiauas to the 
cattle ranges of Calcasieu, th'e thou- 
sands of laborers engaged iu the pro- 
duction of this great staple are busy. 
It is, iu fact, a vast manufacturing cen- 
ter. The cane-carts follow the legions 
that are leveling with knives the rank 
rows of cane, and all night is heard the 
grinding of the rollers and the whirr of 
machinery throughout all this district. 
Industry is seconding the efforts of cap- 
ital; agriculture and manufactnru are 
brought together, and the welfare of at 
least 150,000 laborers depends upon 
the result, while orev $40,OOU,000 of cap- 
ital is awaiting the return for its invest- 
ment. All will be a rush throughout 
the sugar districts for the next sixty 
days, and Chistmaa will scarce find the 
year's work done.
